There are two chief difficulties among the 
predictable obstacles to raising still another 
record crop In 1044. One Is the scarcity of 
labor. The other, confusion regarding future 
of price control and sUiblllzntlou. 

Solution of the second difficulty rests with 
congress find Uie President Tiielr task Ik 
complicated by the sliortaRc o( lime, and by 
the hot political fight over the subsidy pro- 
gram. 

Bolutlon of the first problem resta with 
women and youths and men out of service. 
Last yeiir women and boys, and girls under 
18 made up about 1,500,000 of the 3,500,000 
supplementary workers. This year the de- 
partment of agriculture estimates that thla 
supplementary force will have to be 4,000,000. 
It has assigned to women and youngsters the 
task of making up the difference. 

The Implication in this Is that the remain- 
ing 2. 000. 000 of last year's sca.wnal worhers 
marked a peak figure, and that we cannot 
depend on getting more Imported labor, war 
prisoners and furloughed soldiers to take up 
the slaclc. 

It's a Job for the ordinary civilian, and the 
need may be even greater than the agricul- 
ture department's estimate -ihows. For since 
the estimate was Issued, draft determents for 
farm workers hava been tlgtjteried, and the 
agriculture labor fo'rcb Is now al a record low 
— 4 per cent bejow the figure at the same 
time last year. 

There Is every Indication that our annual 
food crop win have fewer producer.'! and more 
consumers In 1044 than ever before. The 
armed forces" needs cannot be denied. An 
Invasion of Europe will necessitate heavy re- 
placements, and the liberation of half-starv- 
ed Europeans will present another outlet for 
our food supply. 

The only solution seems to be for more 
women and children to continue the excel- 
lent Job done last year, for more businessmen 
within reach of farms to give an afternoon or 
full day, whenever possible, for more vaca- 
tioners to take a holiday of agricultural 
work. 

All this and victory gardens too can turn 
the trick. 



"DEAD" CASSINO COSIES TO LIFE 

Thursday morning, March 10. news came 
from abroad that the "allies had destroyed 
Cassino. and a new all-out drive on Rome was 
tmder way." 

Official photographs showed that "no 
buildings remained after the attack," 

"AlF force officials said that "bombers were 
raining explosives on towns, bridges and 
communications centers to the north and 
northwest of Cosslno — places where the nazls 
might attempt to make their next stand." 

An eye-witness reported: "Cassino Is dead: 
It no longer exists ai a lortltlcallon barring 
the road to Rome. There still are walls stand- 
ing and there may even be Germans still 
Kllvc, but the great German fortress on the 
road to Rome has been wrecked," 

As one general put It: "It Is Impossible to 
flee how there could be a living thing left 
, there."
